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' Judkins' system allows a user to priotize calls based on the number dialed (DNIS), the number dialed from (AIN), and the length of time 
in queue. Thus Judkins' system provides routing priority number in order to routing the telephone call to agent based on the collected in 
formation from caller's profile (col. 13, lines 39-41). 

Otto's system allows a user to priotize calls base on transaction number. Caller can normally be served by the same agent while still 
having the advantage of having their calls queued to any available agent of the ACD if the prefer agent is not available.
